Without think- 
ing of his own life he pounced upon the grenade as it exploded 
and sent him into a hundred pieces. But his comrades escaped

was Andrew. We are not told that Andrew ever preached a 
sermon in his life. If he did, the Holy Spirit did not think it 
was worth putting on record; but this brother, whom he 
brought to Jesus, preached a sermon that led three thousand 
people to Jesus in one day. Where would Simon Peter’s ser- 
mon have been if it had not been for Andrew’s personal work? 
The most important kind of Christian work in the world is 
personal work. We look at the men who stand on the platform 
and speak to great crowds; but I believe God pays more at- 
tention to the man who sits down with a single soul.

As I read that story in a maga- 
zine I thought, This young fellow 
Jim will go down in the annals of 
American history as a_ great 
American hero. He gave his life for 
his friends.

I shall never forget how in my 
first year in high school Babe 
Ruth, the great “King of Swat,” 
came to my small home town to 
play a great exhibition game.

Last week we gave the Bible prophecy of the great re- 


vival during the Tribulation period when “a great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and 
people, and tongues” will be saved (Rev. 7:9-14). That was 
part of Chapter II in the new book, We Can Have Revival 
Now as delivered at Bob Jones University last February. 
Now we give the rest of that Chapter II telling of another 
great revival, greater than any the world has seen which 


is prophesied to occur in the future. 


It is foolish to say that We can- 
not now have great revivals when 
the Bible plainly foretells at least 
two revivals yet to come, greater 
than any of the past. 


The Coming Great Revival 
In Israel 


But another great revival, in 
which millions are to be saved, 
is plainly foretold for the future. 

Throughout the Bible there runs 
a story of God’s love for Israel. 
Often He has punished His chosen 
people, and they are even now 
scattered through all the world 
because of their sins. But again 
and again, in both Old -Testament 
and New ‘Testament, God has 
promised that He will bring the 
nation Israel back to Himself. 


One of the clearest statements 
in the Scripture about the coming 
conversion of the Jews who will be 
left alive on the earth is in Ro- 
mans 11:25-31 which follows: 

“For I would not, brethren, that 
ye should be ignorant of this mys- 
tery, lest ye should be wise in your 
oun conceits; that blindness in 
part is happened to Israel, until 
the fulness of the Gentiles be come 
in. And so all Israel shall be 
saved: as it is written, There shall 
come out of Sion the Deliverer, 
and shall turn away wungodliness 
from Jacob: For this is my cove- 
nant unto them, when I shall take 
‘away their sins. As concerning the 


gospel, they are enemies for your 
sakes: but as touching the elec- 
tion, they are beloved for the fath- 
ers’ sakes. For the gifts and call- 
ing of God are without repentance. 
For as ye in times past have not 
believed God, yet have now ob- 
tained mercy through their un- 
belief: Even so have these also 
novo not believed, that through 
your mercy they also may obtain 
mercy.” 

Everybody knows that blindness 
in part has happened to Israel. 
How difficult it is now to win a 
Jew to Christ! I see some Jews 
saved in my large union revival 
campaigns, and I thank God for 
it. ‘But it is difficult to win Jews. 
They are usually spiritually blind- 
ed and prejudiced, and not many 
of them are saved. 

But it is God’s plan that the 
blindness that has happened to 
Israel] will be taken away. When 
is that? It is, verse 25 says, after 
“the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in.” After this gospel age has 
run its course, after Christ comes 
and receives His own into the 
air, and then, after the tribulation 
when He returns to reign on the 
earth and restore the kingdom to 
Israel on David’s throne in Jeru- 
salem, then, the nation Israel is 
to be saved. 

The plain statement is, ‘And 


so all Israel shall be saved: as it 


is written, There shall come out 
of Sion the Deliverer, and shall 
turn away ungodliness from Jac- 
ob: For this is my covenant unto 
them, when I shall take away 
their sins.” 

At present Jews are our enemies 
for the sake of the gospel, but 
they are beloved for the Father’s 
sake. The gifts and callings of 
God are without repentance. That 
is, God cannot turn away from the 
promise He made to Abraham. 
God cannot turn away from the 
choice He made of Jacob. God 
will not go back on His promises 
to David. So one of these days, 
after the fullness of the Gentiles 
is come in, God will turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob, and the 
nation Israel will turn to their 
God and be saved. So is the plain 
teaching of the Word of God. We 
Gentiles have obtained mercy 
through the unbelief of the Jews. 
God turned to the Gentiles with 
the Gospel. But one blessed day 
when the fullness of the Gentiles 
be come in, then God will take 
away the blindness from Jewish 
minds and hearts, and they will 
turn to Christ. 

This marvelous conversion of 
Israel is foretold away back in 
Deuteronomy 30:1-6. There God 
promised: 

“And it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, 
which I have set before thee, and 
thou shalt call them to mind 
among all the nations, whither the 
Lord thy God hath driven thee, 
And shalt return unto the Lord 
thy God, and shalt obey his voice 
according to all that I command 
thee this day, thou and thy chil- 
dren, with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul; That then the 
Lord thy God will turn thy cap-

with this fellow who was the idol 
of our young hearts. I remember 
I didn’t wash my hands for about 
three days. On the next day I 
went back to school. I was envied 
by all my friends, for it was 
known throughout the school that 
I had had the privilege of shaking 
hands with America’s great base- 
ball hero. 

During my last years in high 
school my keenest ambition was 
to be a professional baseball play- 
er. I shall never forget how, as I 
played on the sandlots of North 
Carolina, I used to dream of some- 
day playing at Wrigley Field. Of 
course, these are dreams of a mil- 
lion high-school kids. I used to 
read every word in the papers 
about my favorite baseball heroes, 
Iou Gehrig, Schoolboy Rowe, Babe 
Ruth and others. 

At the age of seventeen, after 
finishing a high-school game, I 
was invited to go to church one 
evening. I was told that a ‘‘fight- 
ing’ preacher was going to preach. 
If there was going to be a scrap 
or a fight my interest was immedi- 
ately aroused and so, forsaking my 
studies, I went to church that par- 
ticular evening. To my amazement, 
it was a great evangelistic cam- 
paign, and some five thousand peo- 
ple had gathered. The clergy and 
the laymen of our town were con- 
ducting a united effort. I sat in 
the rear of the building, curiously 
watching all the strange happen- 
ings. I was not quite sure what was 
going to take place next. I had 
always thought of religion as being 
more or less “sissy” and a fellow 
who was going to be an athlete 
would have no time for such “sis- 
sy” stuff. It was all right for old 
people and girls, but not for a 
real “he man” with red blood in 
his veins. I had gone to church, 
but that was as far as it went. 

This night a great giant of a 
man stood and began to preach 
in such a way as I had never heard 
aman preach. About halfway 


in Christ! I had looked for some- 
thing that would bring pleasure 
and that would satisfy the deepest 
longing of my heart; I found it all 
in Christ. “In thy presence is ful- 
ness of joy; at thy right hand 
there are pleasures for evermore.” 
Christ had become the Hero and 
the Idol of my heart and soul. He 
challenges, thrills and satisfies. 

At the age of thirty-six, William 
Jennings Bryan swept the Demo- 
cratic Convention off its feet by 
his powerful and brilliant oratory. 
At this early age he was nomi- 
nated to the presidency of the 
United States. But the Hero of my 
soul stood before the doctors and 
philosophers of His day and 
astounded them by His knowledge 
of their laws, statutes and science. 
The same God-man, Jesus Christ, 
after nineteen hundred years is the 
answer to every problem facing 
young people in this twentieth cen- 
tury. He has the blueprint for your 
life. If you want to get the very 
best out of life and enjoy it to the 
fullest, if you want a life full of 
zest, push, adventure, excitement, 
gaiety and thrills, let Him have 
full control as Lord and Master 
not only of your soul but of your 
life. In the darkest hour He can 
direct and lead over the roughest 
path.

When he 
stepped from the train he was 
wearing a black unpressed drape 
suit, black socks, black shoes, a 
black tie, a dirty blue shirt and 
black horn-rimmed glasses. He 
thought that this was the proper 
attire and countenance for a 
Christian. I was bowled over with 
amusement and asked him to come 
with me. We went to the business 
district. I bought him a red tie, 
a white shirt, a red handkerchief 
and red socks, had his shoes shin- 
ed, his suit pressed, and told him 
to get a big smile on his face, 
which he gladly did. We went to 
the youth rally and had a glorious 
time. There were more than one 
hundred and fifty conversions. 

A few months ago I met him in 
another city where he was resid- 
ing.

tivity, and have compassion wpon 
thee, and will return and gather 
thee from all the nations, whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered 
thee. If any of thine be driven out 
unto the outmost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy 
God gather thee, and from thence 
will he fetch thee: And the Lord 
thy God‘ will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, 
and thou shalt possess it; and he 
will do thee good, and multiply 
thee above thy fathers. And the 
Lord thy God will circumcise thine 
heart, and the heart of thy seed, 
to love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live.” 


We see here that when the 
people of Israel turn with all their 
heart to obey God and seek Him, 
the Lord will bring Israel back to 
Palestine, gathering Jews out of 
every nation where he has scatter- 
ed them. God will bring them into 
the land of Palestine and they will 
possess it and multiply. Then 
verse 6 promises, “And the Lord 
thy. God will circumcise thine 
heart, and the heart of thy seed, 
to love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live.” That 
means regeneration. That means 
that God will make Christians out 
of those Jews who will be re- 
gathered from all over the world. 


The prophet Ezekiel foretold 
also this regathering and conver- 
sion of Israel. In Ezekiel 20:33-38 
we are told that God will bring 
the nation Israel out into the wil- 
derness and plead with them as 
He did with their fathers in the 
days of Moses. Then He will 
purge out the rebels, all who will 
not be converted, and settle the 
rest of them into the land of 
Canaan. 


Ezekiel, chapter 36, tells also of 
this wonderful regathering of the 
nation Israel from all the heathen 
countries when God brings them 
back into the land of Palestine. 
And Ezekiel 36:26-28 says, “A new 
heart also will I give you, and a 
new spirit will I put within you: 
and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you an heart of flesh. And I 
will put my spirit within you, 
and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my 
judgments, and do them. And ye 
shall dwell in the land that I gave 
to your fathers; and ye shall be 
my people, and I will be your 
God.” 


That is a wonderful picture of a 
saved people, regenerated, with 
new hearts, with God’s Spirit 
dwelling within them. That is 
what will happen to the Jews 
when Christ returns to reign and 


Cae 
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regathers them and saves them. | 


One of the most moving de- 
scriptions of this marvelous re- 
vival among the Jews is given in 
Zechariah. Zechariah 12:10 says, 
“And I will pour upon the house of 
David, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and 
of supplications: and they shall 
look upon me whom they have 
pierced, and they shall mourn for 
him, as one mourneth for his only 
son, and shall be in bitterness for 
him, as one that is in bitterness 
for his firstborn.”” When Jesus re- 
turns and delivers Israelites from 
the persecution and trouble of 
the Great Tribulation and de- 
stroys the Antichrist and his 
armies, then Jews will know this 
is the Saviour. 

Zechariah 13:1 says, “In that 
day there shall be a fountain open- 
ed to the house of David and to 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem for 
sin and for uncleanness.”’ 

That fountain was not opened 
at the crucifixion. It will be open- 
ed at a future time when the 
nation Israel will have _ their 
hearts opened to the gospel, in 
Jerusalem, and will turn and be 
saved. 


Then in the same chapter, 
Zechariah 13:6 tells us, “And one 
shall say unto him, What are 
these wounds in thine hands? 
Then he shall answer, Those with 
which I was wounded in the house 
of my friends.” When Jesus shall 
appear among the Jews and rescue 
them, they will see the wounds 
in His hands and ask them ques- 
tions. He will reveal to them 
that He is the Saviour the Jews 
hated and crucified before—the 
Lord and King of the Jews, the 
Prince whom the Jews have so 
long despised. And when they see 
these wounds and know who Jesus 
is, they will mourn in repentance 
and turn to God. 


Again I remind you of Paul’s 
inspired word in Romans 11:26, 
27, “And so all Israel shall be 
saved: as it is written, There 
shall come out of Sion the De- 
liverer, and shall turn away un- 
godliness from Jacob: For this is 
my covenant unto them, when I 
shall take away their sins.” 


There have been some great 
revivals in the past. I should like 
to have stood at Mt. Carmel when 
Elijah prayed down the fire from 
Heaven and when all the as- 
sembled people fell on their faces 
and said, “The Lord, he is the 
God! the Lord he is the God!” 
I should like to have seen the 
crowds that heard John the Bap- 
tist and repented of their sins and 
were baptized in Jordan. I should 
like to have seen the “‘multitudes” 
who heard Jesus and turned from 


their sins. (That term multitude 
or multitudes is used more than 
twenty times in the book of Matt- 
‘hew about the crowds who heard 
Jesus.) I should like to have seen 
the great revival of Pentecost 
when three thousand turned to 
God in a day and other thousands 
of men and women in the days 
that followed. I should like to 
have been in the revivals where 
D. L. Moody preached, and Finney 
and Torrey and Chapman and Bil- 
ly Sunday. But bless God, I will 
be in a revival far greater! I will 
be there to see it and so will all 
the Christians, all the saints of 
God, when Jesus regathers the 
nation Israel so long despised,— 
the blinded nation yet so beloved 
for the father’s sake—and shows 
them His hands and has them 
repent of their sins and turn to 
Him, a whole nation in a day! 
What a blessed revival! 


I think this wonderful revival to 
come at the beginning of the 
millennium, when Christ returns 
to reign and gathers Israelites out 
of every nation under Heaven, is 
good evidence that the day of 
great revivals is not done. God is 
the same, His plans run on toward 
their climax and victory. How 
wicked for us to be defeated and 
unbelieving! 


Christ Delays His Second Coming 
That Others May Be Saved 


We have shown that a mighty 
revival with unnumbered millions 
of converts will occur in the Great 
Tribulation time, and that after 
that, when Christ returns to reign 
and regathers the nation Israel, all 
Jews left alive after some rebels 
are purged out, will turn to Christ 
and be saved at once. Those re- 
vivals are wonderful, but what 
about ._ the immediate future? 
What is God’s will for these days? 

God’s will for these days is the 
same as it was for the days of 
the apostles. Christ Himself today 
longs to see souls saved more than 
anything else. And the Scriptures 
plainly teach us that Jesus delays 
His return on earth so that peo- 
ple may be saved. 


The Scripture has a wonder- 
ful picture of the heart of Christ 
and His intense longing for the 
salvation of sinners, in II Peter 
3:3-9, as follows:

A “Flat and Stale” 
Evangelism 


Dr. Dahlberg, Northern Baptist pastor at Syracuse, New 
York, spoke at the Baptist World Alliance meeting at Cleveland. 
Dahlberg, widely known modernist, former president of the 
Northern Baptist Convention (now the American Baptist Con- 
vention) was on the program. He made a typically modernistic 
attack on the gospel, said we should not use such phrases as 
“the precious name of Jesus,” “coming under the blood,” and 


That modernism has not set well with Baptist editors. 

Dr. J. B. Lawrence, distinguished editor of SOUTHERN 
BAPTIST HOME MISSIONS in the November issue, 1950, has 
a strong editorial on this subject. Under the heading “A Flat 
and Stale Evangelism” Dr. Lawrence says the following: 

“According to an AP dispatch a New York minister told 
the Baptist World Alliance at its recent meeting that evangelism 
has become too glib to be effective and needs serious intellec- 
tual discipline. He was speaking on the subject of ‘Can We 
Evangelize Evangelism?’ He said, ‘We have got to face the fact 
that we are living in a generation with a completely new men- 
tality and even a different language, Such phrases as ‘the 
precious name of Jesus,’ ‘coming under the blood,’ and ‘saved 
by grace,’ however great and profound and true their original 
Bible meaning, simply do not register in the minds of the ave- 
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“That is Modernism in its rawest kind. For one to say thatthe ; 
Scriptures have lost their power is to deny the inspiration of the 
Scriptures and to fling into the face of God rank unbelief. Of { 
course, the Scriptures have lost their meaning to the man who ‘ 
does not believe them. When one has become so intellectual as 
to be smarter than God, then naturally the Bible is foolishness | 
to him and evangelism is ‘lat and stale,’ ” 

But why should Bible believers ever join a program with 

infidels? Why should they ever take any part with such an , 

enemy of the Gospel? Why not demand that no modernist appear | 

on a Baptist World Alliance Program or refuse to attend or to 
cooperate.

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tremendous power that there is in 
personal hand-to-hand work? One 
day a man in Boston had in his 
Sunday School class a boy fresh 
from the country. He was a very 
dull boy, and he knew almost 
nothing about the Bible. He did 
not even know where to look to 
find the Gospel of John. He was 
very much put out because the 
other boys were bright boys and 
knew their Bibles. He was just 
a green country boy, seventeen 
years of age; but that Sunday 
School teacher had a heart full 
of love to Christ and perishing 
souls. So one day he went down 
into the boot-shop where that boy 
worked and said, ‘Would you not 
like to be a Christian?” The boy 
had never been approached that 
way before. Nobody had _ ever 
spoken ‘to him about his soul. 

He said, “Yes; I would like to be 
a Christian.” 

And that Sunday School teacher 
explained what it meant to be a 
Christian, and then he said, “Let 
us pray.” They knelt down in the 
back of that boot-shop, and the 
boy, as far as he knew, became a 
Christian. That boy was Dwight L. 
Moody. If it had not been for Ed- 
ward Kimbail’s faithful personal 
work, whére would Dwight L. 
Moody and his great work 
throughout the world have been? 

Probably there are some Sunday 
school] teachers here who say, “I 
wish I could get down to the great 
meeting in the big hall; but I 
have to stay here just teaching a 
lot of little boys or girls.” Who 
knows who there is in that little 
class of yours? Who knows what 
your ignorant little ragged boy 
may become? Every teacher of 
you make up your mind, by God’s 
help, you will at least make an 
honest effort to lead everybody in 
your Sunday school class to Christ 
today. This world will never be 
saved by preaching; but this world 
could soon be evangelized by per- 
sonal work. 

Let us see. Let us suppose there 
are two thousand people in this 
audience this morning, suppose 
every one of you became a person- 
al worker, and suppose, by your 
very best effort, you only succeed- 
ed in leading one to Christ in a 
year, and that one led one to 
Christ the next year, and so on, 
what. would be the result? At the 
end of the year there would be 
4000, at the end of two years 
there would be 8000, at the end 
of three years 16,000, at the end 
of four years 32,000, at the end 
of five years 64,000, at the end of 
six years 128,000, at the end of 
seven years 256,000, and at the end 
of eight years your whole city 
would be won for Christ. At the 
end of 35 years every man, woman, 
and child on the face of the earth 
would have heard the gospel. There 
is not one that cannot lead at 
least one to Christ this year. You 
can instruct every one that you 
lead to Christ to go out and be a 
soul winner. After you get hold 
of them, send them out, when con- 
verted, to lead others, and he 
bringing one, and that one bring- 
ing in another, you will soon touch 
the whole city. 

I want to talk about the advan- 
tages of personal work. 


The First Advantage Is That 
Anybody Can Do It 

You cannot all preach. I am 
glad you can’t. What an institution 
this world would be if we were all 
preachers! You cannot all sing like 
Alexander. I am glad you can’t, 
for if you could he would be no 
curiosity, and you would not come 
to hear him sing, and give me a 
chance to preach to you. You can’t 
all even teach Sunday school 
classes. Some people have an idea 
that any converted person can 
teach a Sunday school class. I don’t 
believe it. I think we are making a 
great mistake in this respect, in 
setting unqualified persons to 
teaching in Sunday schools; but 
there is not a child of God who 
cannot do personal work. A mother 
with a large family knows she is 
not called to be a preacher (at 
least I hope she does); but she can 
do personal work better than any- 
body else. 

A lady came to me one time— 
she had five children—and said 
(I think she had been reading the 
life of Frances Willard), “I wish 
I could do some work like that 


| 


for Christ.” 

I said, “You can work tir Christ 
among all the people you move 
among.” 

I watched that woman. Every 
one of her children was brought to 
Christ—every one! Every maid 
who came to work in that home 
was dealt with about her soul. 
Every butcher’s boy or grocer’s boy 
who came around to the door was 
dealt with about his soul. Every 
time she went out shopping she 
made it a point to talk with the 
man or woman behind the coun- 
ter. And when, one dark day, 
death came into the home and took 
away a sweet little child, she did 
not forget to speak to the under- 
taker, who came to do the iast 
offices for the dead, about his 
soul. He told me that nothing had 
ever impressed him in his life as 
that woman, in the midst of her 
sorrow, being interested in his 
soul. 

An invalid can do personal work. 
I have a friend in New York City 
who has left a life of wealth 
and fashion to go out to work 
among the outcast. One day she 
got hold of a poor outcast girl. 
She did not live much more than 
a year after that lady had led 
her to Christ. She took her to her 
home to die. As Delia was dying, 
she wrote to her friends, some in 
Sing Sing Prison, some in the 
Tombs of New York City—all her 
friends were among the criminal 
class—about Christ. Those who 
were not behind prison bars she 
invited to come and see her. My 
friend told me, ‘There was a con- 
stant procession up the stairway of 
outcast women and men who came 
to see Delia, and I knew before 
Delia died of one hundred of the 
most hopless men and women in 
New York City that she had led to 
Christ.”’ 

That puts us to shame! Suppose 
God kindled a fire right here in 
your hearts. and you received the 
anointing of the Spirit of Christ, 
and every one of you should start 
out to do personal work, you 
would not need any evangelist to 
come from abroad. That is what 
we have come for, to stir you up 
to do it. 

The Second Advantage Is That 
You Can Do It In Any Piace 
You cannot preach in every 

place. You can preach in the 
churches two or three times a 
week; you can preach in the town 
hall occasionally; you can preach 
in the streets sometimes. But you 
cannot go down in the factories 
and preach often, you cannot go 
there and hold services; but you 
can go there and do personal work, 
if you. just hire out there. 

One man came to our meetings 
in Liverpool from Hudson’s dry 
soap factory, and he was convert- 
ed, and every once in a while I 
get a letter telling me of their 
meetings there, and now they have 
a meeting that they conduct out- 
side the building somewhere. 

In Bradley’s foundry a workman 
got a card to the meetings, and 
he could not come, so he handed it 
over to the wickedest man in the 
shop, and that man was grateful 
for the invitation, thought he 
would appreciate it by going, and 
was converted at the very first 
meeting, and went back and told 


|his companions, and there was a 


revival. in the foundry. 

A telegraph messenger boy was 
converted in Manchester, and be- 
fore we were through there were 
seventy messenger boys converted 
in Manchester. There is not a ho- 
tel or a factory, or a public house 
where you cannot do personal 
work. 


The Third Advantage Is That 
You Can Do It At Any Time 


Any hour of the night, 365 days 
in the year (366 this year, for it 
is leap year). Certainly you cannot 
preach every hour of the day. If 
you preach three times a day, you 
are doing well; but there is not 
an hour of the day or night, de- 
tween twelve one night and twelve 
the next night, that you cannot do 
personal work. You can go out on 
the streets at night and find the 
poor wanderers. 

When I lived in Minneapolis, I 
employed a missionary just to go 
out on the streets at night, to 
speak to the drunkards, outcast 
women, and night-workers, and 
some of the best conversions were

was leading them to the Christ 
whom she had found. 


Soon after Mr. Moody was con- 
verted he made up his mind that 
he would not let a day go by 
without speaking to some _ one 
about his soul. One night he came 
home late—it was nearly ten 
o’clock. He said, “Here, I haven't 
spoken to my man today. I guess I 
have lost my chance.” He saw a 
man standing under the lamp- 
light, and said to himself 
‘“There’s my chance.” He hurried 
up to him, and said, “Are you a 
Christian?” 

“It’s none of your business, and 
if you were not a sort of preacher 
I would knock you into the gut- 
ter.” 

“Well,” Mr. Moody said, “I just 
wanted to lead you to Christ.” 

The next day he went to a 
friend of Mr. Moody’s and _§ said, 
“That man Moody has got zeal 
without knowledge. He spoke to 
me in the street last night, and 
asked me if I was a Christian. It 
is none of his business. If he had 
not been a sort of preacher, I 
would have knocked him down. 
He has got zeal without know- 
ledge. He is doing more harm 
than good.” 

This friend of Mr. Moody’s came 
to him and said, ‘See here, Moody, 
it is all right to be in earnest; but 
you have got zeal without know- 
ledge. You are doing more harm 
than good.” (Let me say here, it 
is better to have zeal without 
knowledge than knowledge with- 
out zeal.) 

Mr. Moody went out, feeling 
rather cheap and crestfallen. <A 
few weeks passed, and one night 
there was an awful pounding at his 
door. Mr. Moody got up and open- 
ed the door, and there was this 
very man. He said, “Mr. Moody, 
I have not had a night’s peace 
since you spoke to me that night 
under the lamp-post. I have come 
to ask you to show me how to be 
a Christian.” 

Mr. Moody took him in and 
showed him the way of life, and 
when the Civil War broke out that 
man went and laid down his life 
for his country. 

Another time the thought came 
to him after he was in bed, “You 
have not spoken to your man to- 
day.” But he said, “I am in bed. 
I cannot get up and go out now.” 
But he could not rest, so he got 
up and went and opened the door, 
and it was pouring. “Well,” he 
said, “there is no use going out on 
the street this awful night. There 
won't be a soul out in this pouring 
rain.”

tem, resurrect and gather His 
saints and close up the present 
tragic age. But why does Christ 
not quickly return? Verse 9 tells 
us, “The Lord.is not slack concern- 
ing his promise, as some men 
count slackness; but is longsuf- 
fering to us-ward, not willing that 
any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance.” 

The Lord Jesus is not slack in 
His promise about coming again. 
But His long-suffering heart wish- 
es to delay until others may be 
saved. He is “not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” And this is 
given in the Bible as the reason 
for the delay in the Saviour’s com- 
ing. 

This Scripture shows what the 
Lord Jesus has on His dear heart. 
The “Bible teachers” who spend 
their time principally in specula- 
tion about the time of the Lord’s 
coming, about the mark of the 
Beast and signs of the times; the 
men who preach from newspapers 
as much as the Bible would do 
well if they should prayerfully 
consider what the Lord is concern- 
ed about. Instead of spending their 
time on speculation and guessing 
and date-setting about the Lord’s 
return, they would far better be 
spending their time in soul win- 
ning, making glad the heart of the 
Saviour. 

We have shown in this chapter 
how God will give mighty revivals 
during the tribulation time and 
then when Jesus comes from Heav- 
en to set up His throne as promis- 
ed, at Jerusalem. But we should 
remember that the Lord Jesus is 
now waiting for us to have reviv- 
als. The Saviour delays His coming 
because He is not willing that 
sinners should perish. In other 
words the Lord is as much con- 
cerned about revivals and as will- 
ing to give them now as at any 
other time. It is not fair to draw 
any inference from the Scripture 
contrary to this; the Lord Jesus, 
before He returns for His saints, 
still longs for multitudes to be 
saved and willingly will give great 
revivals when His people pay 
the price for them. 

This age is an age of revivals. 
We still have the Great Com- 
mission. We still have the promise, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” All the 
promises of answers to prayer are 
ours. In Heaven they still rejoice 


|| more over one sinner that repents 


than over ninety-nine just per- 
sons. And Jesus is longing con- 
tinually to have souls saved and 
delays His return to earth for 
that one purpose, to give us time 
and opportunity to have more re- 
vivals and win more souls! 

Those.who say no more great 
revivals ignore the clear teaching 
of the Word of God concerning 
great revivals yet promised for 
the future.

across the top rail down here, 
and” he said, “look right down 
along the barrel. Henry, do you 
see the squirrel?” 

“Yes, father.” 

“Well, pull the trigger.” 

He pulled the trigger, and the 
squirrel fell at the first shot. The 
first thing he ever shot in his life. 
Why? Because it was the first 
thing he had ever aimed at. 

That is the trouble with a good 
deal of our preaching: we aim at 
nothing and hit it every time. This 
is the advantage of personal work: 
we aim at one definite person. But 
in our preaching, as Mr. Moody 
used to say, “I speak to this lady 
on the front seat, and she passes 
it over her shoulder to the man 
back of her, and he passes it to 
the woman back of him, and she 
passes it to the man back of her, 
and they keep passing it on till 
they pass it out the back door.” 
We have a wonderful power of 
applying the good points of a ser- 
mon to somebody else. When it 
comes to personal work, there is 
nobody else to apply it to. I try 
to be personal in my preaching; 
but, be just as personal as you can, 
and yet you will miss your mark. 

A man came to my church one 
morning, unctuous, not having 
unction, but unctuous, a man who 
was all the time talking about 
“the deeper life,’”’ and had not got 
an ordinary decent everyday kind 
of Christian life. He had all the 
phraseology of the deepest Chris- 
tian experience; a man who talked 
about being filled with the Spirit, 
and cheated other people in busi- 
ness. I saw him coming into the 
audience, and I said to myself, “I 
am glad you have come. I will hit 
you this morning. I have a ser- 
mon just adapted to you.” While 
I was preaching I would look right 
at him, so he would know I meant 
him, and he sat there, beaming up 
at me, and when the sermon was 
over, he came down to me rubbing 
his hands. “Oh,” he said, “Brother 
Torrey, I came eight miles to hear 
you this morning. I have so enjoy- 
ed it.” 

That was just what I did not 
want. I wanted to make him mis- 
erable. But I had him now face 
to face, and he did not enjoy 
it. That is the advantage of per- 
sonal work. You can aim right 
square at the mark and hit it. A 
man can stand preaching all day, 
but he will say, “I don’t like this 
personal work.” It hits too hard. 
You don’t like to have a person 
come up and say, “Are you a 
Christian?” The minister can 
preach all he pleases, but when he 
looks you right in the eye you 
know it means you. It aims right 
straight at the mark and hits it. 


The Sixth Advantage Is That 
It Is Effective 
Personal work succeeds where 
every other kind of work fails. I 
don’t care who the preacher is, 


a man or woman who has not been 
affected by the sermon will be 
reached by some very ordinary 
person with the love of God and of 
souls in his heart. Take Mr. Moo- 
dy, for example. I think Mr. Moody 
was as good a preacher as I ever 
heard. I would rather hear Mr. 
Moody preach a sermon that I had 
heard a dozen times than to hear 
any other man preach a sermon I 
had never heard at all; but as 
good a preacher as Mr. Moody 
was, thousands of people would go 
out utterly unmoved by his ser- 
mons. I have seen very ordinary 
working people, uneducated peo- 
ple, but people who had the love 
of Christ and of souls in their 
heart, get hold of the man or 
woman who had gone out of Mr. 
Moody’s meeting utterly untouch- 
ed, and in ten or fifteen minutes 
lead them to the Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Seventh Advantage Is That 
It Meets the Specific Need 
and Every Need of the Individual 

Even when a man comes to 
Christ he has difficulties and 
doubts, and troubles and questions. 
He cannot ask them of the preach- 
er. How often a man sits down in 
the audience and says. “I wish I 
could speak to that preacher 
alone.” In this personal, hand-to- 
hand work a man can ask all the 
questions he wants to, and you can 
meet all his difficulities. I am get- 
ting letters from people all over 
the world who have difficulties. 
My father used to tell a story (he 
did not vouch for its truth), but 
the report was that there was a 
physician in the village who had a 
jug, and he took a little of every 
kind of medicine he had in his shop 
and put it in that jug and shook 
it up, and when any one came to 
him and he did not know just what 
was the matter with them, he 
would give them a spoonful out of 
that jug, thinking, “There is 
something in it that will meet 
their case, anyhow.” That is the 
way we do in our preaching; we 
take a little comfort and put it in 
the sermon, a little bit of convic- 
tion, a little bit to show the way 
of life, and shake it all up and 
give it to the people. If I were go- 
ing to be doctored, I would want 
the doctor to find out my specific 
difficulty, and I would want to 
take the kind of medicine that 
met my specific need. In personal 
work you give specific passages of 
Scripture for specific difficulties. 


The Eighth Advantage Is That 

It Produces Abundant Results 

The great services, where the 
ministers speak to 500, or 1000, 
or 5000, do not produce as abun- 
dant results. Suppose a man were 
pastor of a church of 100 mem- 
bers, and suppose he was a very 
faithful minister, and that as a 
result of his preaching there were 
added fifty to his church each 
year on confession of faith. That 


how good a preacher he may be;

New Haven we thought we would 
go out and hear this strange, un- 
educated man.
